US hints it could act 
alone on Syria 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United States made it 
dear yesterday that it was 
ready to act alone to launch a 
punitive strike against Syria's 
chemi cai- arm ed r e gi m e, as 
top UN powers remained 
deadlocked. 

Syrian strongman Bashar 
al-Assad vowed to resist any 
unlit ary interventi on, and the 
governments of US allies 
Britain and France struggled 
to win domestic political 
backing for action 

Key US ally Britain had 
mounted an improbable bid 
to win UN backing for mili¬ 
tary action, but a meeting of 
the permanent Security 
Council members broke with 
no apparent breakthrough 


The 45-minute meeting 
was the second since Britain 
proposed a draft resolution to 
permit "all necessary meas¬ 
ures' to protect Syrian civili- 
nas after a suspected chemical 
weapons attack last week 
But none of the envoys 
from Britain, China, France, 
Russia and the United States 
commented as they left, and 
the White House had already 
mdi c ate d that it was p rep are d 
to go it alone 

Earlier in the week rep Drts 
had suggested that a Western 
strike was imminent, but 
questions have been raised 
about the quality of the intel ¬ 
ligence linking Assad to the 
attack.

US recognizes same-sex couples 

for tax purposes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government announced 
yesterday that legally married 
gay couples will be treated the 
same as married couples for 
federal tax purposes. 

The decision applies to 
legally married same-sex cou¬ 
ples whether they live in a state 
that recognizes die marriage or 
not, the US Treasury Depail¬ 
ment and the Internal Revenue 
Service said in a statement. 

"Today's ruling provides 
certainty and dear, coherent 
tax filing guidance for all 
legally married same-sex cou¬ 
ples nationwide It provides 
access to benefits, responsibili¬ 
ties and protections under fe¬ 
deral tax law that all Ameri¬ 
cans deserve," said Treasury 
Secretary Jacob Lew said in 


the statement. 

"This ruling also assures 
legally married same-sex cou¬ 
ples that they can move freely 
throughout the country know¬ 
ing that their federal filing sta¬ 
tus will not change." 

Those couples will have the 
same treatment under federal 
tax law provisions where mar¬ 
riage is a factor including then 
filing status personal and de¬ 
pendency exemptions that they 
can claim, and other tax bene¬ 
fits that heterosexual couples 
currently enj oy. 

The ruling comes after the 
US Supreme Court, in a land¬ 
mark decision on June 2d, 
struck down the Defense of 
Marriage Act (DOMA), winch 
denied federal benefits to mar¬ 
ried gay and lesbian couples hy 


strictly defining marriage as a 
union between a man and a 
woman. 

As a result the federal go¬ 
vernment w r as allowed to rec¬ 
ognize same sex couples in all 
federal matters, such as shar¬ 
ing pension benefits — the 
issue that brought the case to 
the highest court.

Snowden leak: ’Black budget' 
shows CIA swells in size 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
CIA has mushroomed into tire 
largest US spy agency with a 
nearly $15 billion budget as it 
expands intelligence, cyber 
sabotage and overseas covert 
operations, secret leaked doc¬ 
uments showed yesterday. 

Former National Security 
Agency contractor Edward 
Snowden leaked the govern¬ 
ment's "black budget" for fis¬ 
cal year 2013 to The Wash¬ 
ington Post, which published 
portions of the top-secret do¬ 
cument online in the latest o f a 
senes of revelations that have 
put the US intelligence com¬ 
munity under a spotlight 

The $52.6 billion budget re¬ 
quest for the nation's lb spy 
agencies is not a startling re¬ 
velation m itself -- the White 
House has published overall 
intelli g en ce sp en din g smc e 
20Q7. 

But it show r s a dramatic 
resurgence of the Central Intel¬ 
ligence Agency, once thought 
to be on the decline after it ac¬ 
knowledged intelligence fai¬ 
lures prior to the attacks of 
September 11, 20QI and the 
US-led invasion of Iraq in 
2003. It now is the dominant 
colossus within the national in¬ 
telligence community, expan¬ 
ding its workforce by more 
than 25 percent from a decade 
ago, to 21,575 tins year' 

CIA has increased its budget 


request to $14.7billion, nearly 
50 p ercent more than tire NS A 
tins year, according to the 
Po st l s review o f th e do cum ents, 
even as government austerity 
has forced agencies to contend 
with shrinking budgets. 

By comp an son, in 1994 the 
CIA accounted for $4.8 billion 
of the total $43.4 billion intel 
budget m 2012, according to 
the Po st 

In the bu d get 1 s intro du cti on, 
Director of National Intelli¬ 
gence James Clapper warned 
that the intelligence commu¬ 
nity faced "hard choices" as 
government is forced to rem in 
co sts. 

Spending is projected to re¬ 
main level through 2017, but 
Clapper stressed that "never 
before has the IC (intelligence 
community) been called upon 
to master such complexity and 
so many issues in such a re- 
s dui ce - co nstrain e d enviro n- 
ment. “ 

Snowden's earlier disclo¬ 
sures to Britain's The Guardian 
newspaper and the Post unco¬ 
vered details of the NSA's vast 
surveillance programs that 
scooped up data on nearly 
every American. 

Tire NSA has long been 
considered the behemoth of 
the intelligence community, 
but according to the black 
budget, CIA's resources are 
nearly 50 percent larger.

BOSTON (AFP) - A US grand 
jury yyesterday indicted a col¬ 
lege friend of Boston Ma¬ 
rathon bombing suspect 
Dzhokhar Tsamaev for lying to 
police during the investigation. 

F„obel Phillip os, 19, was 
charged with two counts of 
making false statements to po¬ 
ll ce during a probe into the 
April 15 attack that left, three 
dead and scores injured. He 
faces up to 16 y ears in j ail if he 
is found guilty 

Tire indi ctment comes two 
w r eeks after two other friends 
of Tsamaev pleaded not guilty 
to charges of impeding the in¬ 
vestigation 



Tropical storm lashes Mexico Pacific coast, kills one 

LAPAZ (AFP) - Tropical Storm Juliette whipped tourist resorts on Mexico's Pacific coast yester¬ 
day, downing trees, forcing hundreds to take shelter and killing at least one person A man was 
electrocuted after powerful winds brought down power lines in the tourist resort town of Los 
Cab os at She tip of the Baja California peninsula, said local civil protection director WencesJao 
Petit Jacinto. 

More tlian 1,250 people to ok refuge in shelters while nearly 5,0 DO households were without 
power across the state of Baja California Sur. Classes were canceled for the day while the ports 
of Los Cab os and La Paz were dosed to small boats. Afterwards the storm weakened as it moved 
along die coastline, packing maximum sustained winds of 40 miles per hour (65 kilometers per 
hour), according to the US National Hum cane Center's.

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Prime 
M mi st er E enj amin N et any ahu 
said yesterday Israel deployed 
its Iron Dcme missile defence 
system to bolster its security as 
the West weighed military 
strikes on neighbouring Syria. 

Rut he echoed President 
Shimon Peres in insisting that 
Israel is not involved in Syria's 
civil war but will respond with 
all its might if attacked 

1 We have decided to deploy 
Iron Dome and other intercep¬ 
tors," Netanyahu said, in a 
statement released by Ins of¬ 
fice, ahead a f hoi ding security 
talks at the defence ministry. 

“We are not involved in the 
war m Syria. But I repeat if 
anyone hies to harm Israeli ci¬ 
tizens, Tsahal (the Israeli army) 
will respond with force," Ne¬ 
tanyahu said m other remarks 
broadcast by Israeli television. 

His comments come as 
Britain and the United States 
laid out their case for punitive 
strikes on Syria over an alleged 


chemical attack last week that 
rights groups say killed hun¬ 
dreds. 

Earlier Peres said Israel will 
hit back if its security is at 
stake 

""Israel has a strong army 
modern and powerful, -and a 
more advanced defence system 
than ever before," Peres was 
quoted as saying in a statement 
horn Ins o thee. 

Peres said the situation in 
Syria, where a civil war that 
erupted m March 2D11 has 
killed more than 1 DO,000 peo¬ 
ple, "is not a local incident but 
a crime against humanity" 

Israeli media and officials 
sought to calm die public yes¬

There are fears that if the 
United States and its allies 
launch military strikes on 
Syria, forces of Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad could re¬ 
tail ate against Israel, Washing* 
ton's key ally in the region. 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad vowed 
yesterday to defend Syria from 
attack as Washington and Lon¬ 
don laid out their case for puni¬ 
tive military strikes against 
Damascus over suspected poi¬ 
sonous gas attacks. 

Diplomats said the five 
veto-wielding members of the 
UN Security Council held a 
new meeting on the crisis yes¬ 
terday to discuss a fiercly dis¬ 
puted British draft resolution 
that could allow military ac¬ 
tion. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon has 
appealed for Western powers 
to await tire findings by his m- 
spectors probing the sites of 
the attacks that horrified the 
world 

The military buildup con¬ 
tinued in the Mediterranean as 
Western powers appeared 
poised to launch strikes against 
Assad's regime, although US 
President Barack Obama said 
he has yet to make a decision. 

And Prime Minister David 
Cameron of Britain, facing an 
uphill battle to win parliamen¬ 
tary support for any interven¬ 
tion, said what was at stake 
was "one of the mast abhorrent 
uses of chemical weapons in a 
century". 

Cameron admitted there 
was no 100 percent certainty a f 
who was responsible, but the 
government masted military 
action would b e allowed under 
international law as “humani¬ 
tarian intervention" 

Hundreds of people inclu¬ 
ding children were reportedly 
killed when poisonous gas was 
unleashed on the outskirts of 
Damascus on August 21. 

If confirmed, it would be 
the deadliest use of chemical 
weapons since Saddam Hus¬ 
sein gassed Iraqi Kurds in 
I9SS 


The attacks, though not the 
first m Syria where chemical 
weapons' use has been alleged, 
threaten to draw the West into 
an escalating 29 -month con¬ 
flict m the face of deep divi¬ 
sions in the international 
community. 

A Western bombing bhtz 
had appeared imminent this 
week, but US allies now ap¬ 
peal' more reluctant to act be¬ 
fore hearing the results of the 
UN probe. 


And Canada said it was not 
planning to play a role in any 
intervention, although it 
voiced support for its allies on 
the need for action.

Terror bird* 
turns out to 
have boon a 
vegetarian 

PARIS (AFP) - A giant "ter¬ 
ror bird" deemed to have 
been one of Earth's top 
predators after the demise of 
the dinosaurs was in fact 
probably a plant-loving her¬ 
bivore, German scientists 
reported on Thursday. 

Palaeontologists have 
wrangled for years about 
Gastornis, a huge flightless 
bird that lived between 40 
million and 5 5 million years 
ago 

Up to two metres (6.5 
feet) high, Gastornis had a 
massive beak with a ho oked 
top -- a feature that looks so 
ferocious that many experts 
conclude the creature must 
have been a me at-eater, 
hence the terror bird" mon¬ 
icker 

" Tli e terrDr b lrd was 
thought to have used its 
huge b eak to grab and break 
the neck of its prey which is 
supportsd by biomechanical 
modelling of its bite fores," 
said University of Bonn 
ge a ch emi st Thom as 

Tuetksn, who took part in a 
new assessment 

"It lived after the di¬ 
nosaurs became extinct and 
at a time when mammals 
were at an early stage of 
evolution and relatively 
small. 

"Hie terror bird was 
thought to have been a tDp 
predator at that time on 
land . 41 

Tuetken and Ins col¬ 
leagues, though, reassessed 
the bird's diet. They began 
to forge a pro-veggie opin¬ 
ion after they measured cal¬ 
cium isotopes m fossilised 
Gastornis bones found in a 
former open-cast brown- 
coal mine m Saxony-An¬ 
halt eastern Germany. 

The residual signal of 
these isotopes is a telltale of 
what proportion of the ani¬ 
mal's diet, came from meat 
versus plants 

The indicator gets 
lighter" as the isotope 
passes down the food chain 
In theory, the bones of a 
supposed apex predator like 
Gastornis should have sent 
a strong signal 

But the team found the 
isotope levels were weak, 
similar to those of herbivo¬ 
rous mammals and di¬ 
nosaurs held m museum 
collections Carnivores, in¬ 
cluding the Tyrannosaurus 
rex had a far stronger sig¬ 
nature

Earth was pounded by 
comets and asteroids. 

Mars, too, would have 
come under bombardment 
and the impacts would have 
caused Martian nibble to 
bounce into space, where 
they would have lingered 
until eventually being cap¬ 
tured by Earth's gravity. 

Recent analysis of a Mar¬ 
tian meteorite showed the 
presence of molybdenum, as 
well as a boron, an element 
tliat would also have helped 
nurture life by helping to pro¬ 
tect RNA -- a primitive 
cousin to DNA -- from the 
corrosive effects of water. 

"The evidence seems to be 
building that we are actually 
all Martians, that life started 
an Mars and came to Earth 
on a rock," said Benner. 

"It's lucky that we ended 
up here nevertheless, as cer¬ 
tainly Earth has been the bet¬ 
ter of the two planets far 
sustaining life.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Fre si dent B arack Ob am a's 
administration ceded ground 
Thursday in the US war on 
drugs, saying it will not dis¬ 
pute the legalization of recre¬ 
ational marijuana in 
Colorado and Washington 
state 

Its decision was swiftly 
hailed by campaigners for the 
legalization of a substance 
that, under federal law; re¬ 
mains a Schedule One con¬ 
trolled substance on a par 
with heroin. 

In a statement the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice said it expects 
Colorado and Washington to 
maintain "strict, regulatory 
schemes" to ensure that mar¬ 
ijuana doesn't pro fit criminal 
gangs or fall into the hands of 
minors. 

"These schemes must be 
tough in practice, not just on 
paper/ it. said 

That said, the Department 
of Justice added that it has 
told the governors of Col¬ 
orado and Washington that it 
is " defemng its right to chal- 
lenge their legalization laws 
at this time." 

Voters in Colorado and 
Washington approved the le¬ 
galization a f marijuana in ref¬ 
er endum s 1 ast Nov emb er 
concurrent to the presidential 
election that kept Obama m 
the White House far a second 
term. 

Several other states have 
approved the production and 
s al e o f marij uana fo r m edi ci - 
nal use, and decriminalized 
the p ossession of small quan¬ 
tities for personal use. 

"Today's announcement is 
a major and histone step to¬ 
ward ending marijuana pro hi- 


Marijuana Policy Project, a 
m an j u an a p o li cy o rganiz a- 
tion. 

He called the decision " a 
clear signal (from the nation's 
capital) that states are free to 
determine their own policies 
with respect to marijuana." 

It was now up to Congress 
"to fix our nation's broken 
manjuana laws. Riffle added 

The National Cannabis In¬ 
dustry Association expressed 
c o nfi d en ce that m anj u an a -re¬ 
lated businesses in Colorado 
and Washington will comply 
with any federal require¬ 
ments. 

"We are pleased to see the 
Obama administration will 
not cause harm to citizens 
and states by shutting these 
businesses down," it said in a 
statement. 

The US Attorney's Office 
in Colorado, elaborating on 
the Department of Justice’s 
announcement said it would 
still go after those who ped¬ 
dle marijuana to children, 
grow it on federal land or 
ship it across state or federal 
lines. 

It would also target any 
marijuana trafficking that is 
either conducted or 
bankrolled by street gangs 
and cartels. 

Earlier this year, for the 
first time, a majority of re¬ 
spondents to a Pew Research 
Center poll, 52 percent, sad 
the use of marijuana should 
be made legal. 

Forty-eight percent said 
they had consumed mari¬ 
juana at some tune in their 
lives, and 12 percent said 
they had done so in the year 
preceding the poll 


GENEVA (AFP) - Nervous 
nibbles alone do not. explain 
the weight that p eople tend to 
gain when they give up 
smoking, Swiss researchers 
said Thursday, turning the 
spotlight instead Dn a bacter¬ 
ial shift in the intestines. 

Studies have shown that 
quitting smoking leads to an 
average weight gain of four 
to five kilogrammes (nine to 
11 pounds) in the first year. 

But according to re¬ 
searchers at Zurich Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, former smokers 
who bulk up may not be eat¬ 
ing more than before they 
kissed their cigarettes good¬ 
bye. 

Noting that even people 
who cut back on calorie in¬ 
take after quitting smoking 
tend to gam weight, Professor 
Gerhard Rogler said he and 
his colleagues had discovered 
ano ther p otenti al expl anati on: 
a change in the composition 
of the intestinal flora among 
smokers who kick the habit. 

Their study, supported by 
the Swiss National Science 
Foundation and published in 
peer-reviewed scientific j our- 
nal PLoS One, found that 
when a person stops smok¬ 
ing, the diversity of bacterial 
strains in their intestines 
shifts. It more resembles the 
gut flora found in p ea pi e wi th 
obesity. 

Both recent non-smokers 


and obese people tend to 
have more of two bacteria 
types. Pro teo bacteria and 
Baeteroidetes, Rogler told 
AFP 

These germs are believed 
to use energy more effi¬ 
ciently and break down oth¬ 
erwise indigestible fibres -- 
and as a result, more of what 
the person eats is trans¬ 
formed into fat rather than 
excreted as waste. 

The researchers studied 
the genetic profile of intes¬ 
tinal bacteria foundm faecal 
samples provided by 20 vol¬ 
unteers over nine weeks 

The participants com¬ 
prised five non-smokers, five 
smokers and 10 people who 
had quit smoking one week 
after the study b egan. 

Little difference was seen 
m the bacterial biodiversity 
among the persistent smok¬ 
ers and non-smokers 

But among those who had 
just given up smoking, there 
was a clear shift towards 
more Proteobacteria and 
Baeteroidetes, the study 
showed. 

Over the study period, the 
p eapl e who had quit smoking 
also gained an average of 2.2 
kilos (4.S pounds), even 
though they insisted that their 
eating and drinking habits 
were unchanged. 

"Und er the same living 
conditions, they gained 


study 

weight, after the cessation of 
smoking, and they showed a 
change m the microbiota/ 
Rogler said 

While researchers have 
yet to prove a clear connec¬ 
tion between the two devel¬ 
opments, he pointed out that 
a number of other studies 
have also showed a link be¬ 
tween intestinal bacteria and 
weight gam. 

On Wednesday, a study 
published in the journal Na¬ 
ture found that individuals 
with 1 ow b act en al" ri elm ess" 
m their intestines were more 
prone to obesity and associ¬ 
ated diseases such as dia¬ 
betes, heart and cholesterol 
problems Six bacterial 
species appear to play a key 
role in promoting this diver¬ 
sity 

Rogler said that mare re¬ 
search was needed to answer 
the many questions that arise 
from such discoveries. 

But he said it was dear we 
should pay more attention to 
haw the environment influ¬ 
ences gut functions. 

"Nobody believed the 
people who stopped smoking 
and said they weren't eating 
more but still gained weight. 
Perhaps we simply should be 
more willing to believe what 
people tell us," he said

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
global auto market will con¬ 
tinue to expand in the coming 
years, driven particularly by 
China where sales will nearly 
double by 2019, consultants 
PwC sad m a study yesterday. 

"While sales of automobiles 
and light trucks are set to 
neally double in China be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2019, the car 
markets m Europe and the 
United States will expand, but 
the number of registrations 
will meet the levels seen m the 
past only with difficulty," PwC 
wrote m a new study. 

According tD PwC's ex¬ 
perts, auto sales will reach 27.7 
million units m China m 2019,, 
compared with 15.S million in 
2 D12 Tins y ear, they are set to 
use to 1S.1 million units, the 
study showed 

"In China and other deve¬ 
loping countries, there is room 
for the cai'market to grow fur¬ 
ther as more people are in a po¬ 
sition to buy their first car." 
said the head of PwC's auto¬ 
motive division m Germany 
and Europe, Felix Kuhnert. 

Europe, for its part, could 
begin to see the light at the end 
of the tunnel as sales stabilise 
in the second half of this year. 

But PwC's analysts are ne¬ 


vertheless pencilling m much 
slower growth far Europe than 
China, with 12.1 million vehi¬ 
cles to be sold tins year and 
14 9 million m 2019. 

That is well below the 
record of Id million vehicles 
seen before the crisis m 2 DO7 

At the same time, sales in 
the US are set to use from 15 4 
million vein cl es to Id. 7 mil¬ 
lion. 

"The automobile markets in 
western industrialized coun¬ 
tries are largely saturated,'" 
Kuhnert said. Growth would 
come primarily from custo¬ 
mers need to replace their cars, 
a purchase they have post¬ 
poned up until now as a result 
of the economic crisis 

In order to meet global de¬ 
mand, worldwide production is 
set to expand by 25.5 million 
vehicles to 104.7 million in 
2019, with additional produc¬ 
tion capacity to be built up in 
the fast-growing markets such 
as China and developing Asian 
countries, PwC said 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Thousands of workers at Mc¬ 
Donald's and other fast food 
outlets across the United States 
halted work yesterday in what 
organizers called the “largest- 
ever strike“ to hit the 1200 bil¬ 
lion industry.

the strike hit some 1,000 major 
fast-fo o d restaurants, indudin g 
Burger King, Wendy's, Taco 
Bell, Pizza Hut and KFC 
"Hold the burgers, hold the 
fries, make worker wages su- 
persize!" read a tweet from 
Fight for 15, a workers organ¬ 
izing committee 

Many of the three million 
fast-food workers in America 


don't work full-time and can¬ 
not count oil tips like those 
who staff bars and restaurants 

"Many of these workers 
have children and are trying to 
support a family," said Mary 
Kay Henry of the Service Em¬ 
ployees International Union, 
which is supporting the strike. 

"The median wage (includ¬ 
ing managerial staff) of $9 03 
an hour still falls far below the 
federal poverty line for a 
worker lucky enough to get 40 
hours a week and never have 
tD take a sick day." 

As the movement goes 
viral, it. has become clear that 
the traditional image of a Mc¬ 
Donald's worker -- a carefr ee 
adolescent flipping burgers 
until something better comes 
along - - has changed 

Fells from Fast Food For¬ 
ward said that after the reces¬ 
sion the average age of a fast 
food worker was 2S Twa- 
tbirds were women with an av¬ 
erage age of 32.

Tire average age of child- 
bearing women is expected to 
reach 33 years in 2030, com¬ 
pared with 26.9 this year, 
IBGE said.

NFL: League settles 
concussion laws uit 
for $765 million 



NEWPORT BEACH (AFP) - 
The N ati d nal Footb all 
League has reached a settle¬ 
ment worth $765 million in a 
lawsuit filed by more than 
4,500 former players against 
the NFL aver concussion in¬ 
juries. 

Under the landmark agree¬ 
ment the league and NFL 
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Properties will contribute 
$765 million to provide 
medical benefits and injury 
c omp en s ati o n fo r tli e retire d 
players or their families 
The league will also fund 
medical and safety research 
and caver litigation ex¬ 
penses as part of the deal. 

"This is a hi stone agree¬ 
ment, Dne that will make 
sure that former NFL players 
who need and deserve com¬ 
pensation will receive it, and 
that will promote safety for 
players at all levels of foot- 
b all, B said FDimer U S District 
Judge Layn Phillips, the court- 
appointed mediator who 
helped forge tlie deal, which is 
still pending court approval 
The settlement includes all 
players who have retired by 
the date it is approved by a 
court m Philadelphia, where 
the case was being heard. 

Under its terms, the NFL 
made no admission of liability,, 
deficiency on the part of die 
NFL or that injuries were caused 
by playing Amen can fo otb all 
There will be a fund of 
$675 million to compensate 
fanner players or their fami¬ 
lies who have suffered cogni¬ 
tive injury such as dementia, 
ALS and Alzheimer's disease 
with $75 million more for 
basic medical exams. Other 
money will go to research 
and legal expenses 
The NFL would pay half of 
the settlement over three 
years and the other half over 
the following 17 years. 

NFL executive vice presi¬ 
dent Jeffrey Pash said it was 
more important to provide 
help tD players sooner even 
as they faced fighting against 
that very tiling in court. 

"We thought it was critical 
to get more help to players 
and families who deserve it 
rather than spend many years 
and millions a f dollars on lit¬ 
igation," Pash said
